dam correspondent of Reuter’s Tele- 
gram Company, who says this in- 
formation was received in an official 
telegram from Berlin. Ten other peo- 
ple, including three women were sen- 
tenced to penal servitude, it is stated. 
The correspondent’s dispatch fol- 
ows: 

“An official telegram from Berlin 
states that in the last few days two 
additional important espionage cases 
have been detected in Belgium and 
Northern France. In Belgium twenty- 
one persons have been arrested. 

“It is alleged that, after having con- 
fined their yee for some months 
to obtaining ne by espionage and 
sending it to France by way of Hol- 
land, they became bolder tn Septem- 
ber, Planning to dynamite railways 
and buildings, besides assisting per- 
sons of military age to escape from 
Belgium to France. Among those 
arrested are four women, the princi- 
pal charge against them being that 
they were endangering the safety of 
the German army. 

“The espion system reported to 
have been disco¥Vered in France is al- 
legwed to have been managed by the 
wife of a French officer. It ts charged 
that she received her instructions di- 
rect from the French military author- 
ities. Two other women are also un- 
der arrest and, according to Berlin,

dreadnaught Nevada, which was two 
days at the Brooklyn navy yard on 
the dry dock having her bottom 
scraped and painted, sailed yesterday 
for Rockland, Me., for her official 
trial] course. She is expected to reach 
her destination some time tonight or 
early tomorrow morning. The trials 
will not begin until Monday. Hich 
ranking naval! officers representing the 
government on board are Rear- 
Admiral David W. Taylor, chief con- 
etructor of the navy; Rear-Admiral 
Victor. Blue, chief of the Bureau of 
Navigdtion; Rear-Admiral Robert S. 
Griffin, engineer in chief of the navy, 
and Capt. Henry B. Wilson, president 
of the board of inspection and survey. 

In appearance, in arrangement of 
her batteries, and in many other im- 
ortant ways the Nevada is a ship, the 
like of which Was never before seen 
in New York. She has a broadside 
in weight greater even than that of 
England's great superdreadnaught, the 
Queen Elizabeth, and the great re- 
volving turrets are so placed that ev- 
ery gun in the main battery can be 
fired from either the port or star- 
board side. 

Nearly three times the tonnage of 
the famous old Oregon, not far from 
twice as bie as “Bob” Evans's old flag- 
ship, the Connecticut, and 8000 tons 
greater in tonnage than the Delaware, 
the first of American ships of the 
dreadnaught type. indicate the size of 
the offensive and defensive strength 
of the newest of American sea fighters.

PRESSURE ON WILSON 
- TO SAVE A REPUBLIC. 


Japan, Great Britain and Russia are Unsuccessfut tn 
Their Efforts to Enlist the Aid of the American Gov- 
ernment to Prevent the Return of the Monarchists to 


Power in China. 
ASHINGTON, Oct, 30.—Great 
Britain and Russia, as well as 


Japan, it became known to- 


night, have made unsuccessful efforts 
to enlist the aid of the United States 
to prevent the establishment of a new 
monarchy in China and the abandon- 
ment of the present republican form 
of government. 

Conversations between 
Lansing and the ambassadors of those 
powers failed to elicit from the Wash- 
ington government any expression of 
approval or disapproval of the pro- 
posed change in China. 

The United States takes the posi- 
tion that it cannot with propriety ex- 
press an opinion on the internal con- 
cerns of a sovereign state and that 
the Chinese should be left free to 
work out the problem. 

It was represented to the State De. 
partment by the allies that the ques- 
tion involved a-possible upset of the 
political equilibrium of the Far East, 
sinse a revolution was certain to fol- 
low such a change. Any convulsion 
in China, it was pointed out, in view 
of the disturbed political conditions of 
the world, might prove embarrassing. 

The fact that the American govern- 
ment had lent its support to the re- 
public when it was created, Deing 
the first to extend recognition, was re- 
lied upon by the powers as likely to 
influence the United States to interest 
itself In the present situation. While 
the United States would not interfere 
at this time, its attitude does not pre- 
clude the possibility that if the Chi- 
nese government itself asks for Ameri. 
can views or advice, it would be given. 

As a matter of fact, official senti- 
ment has not crystallized definitely 
here as to the merits of the change. 
In some quarters close to the adminis-

The impres- 
sion arose because the French Minis- 
ter’‘at Peking did not join the British, 
Russian and Japanese envovs in their 
recent representations on the subject 
to the Chinese Foreign Office. 

The theory was advanced among 
diplomats representing the allies here 
that China is being influenced indi- 
rectly by Germany _in the hope that 
the political situation in the Far Bast 
will be again disturbed and Japan’s 
attention concentrated on a possible 
revolutionary outburst in China with 
the resultant suspension of ammuni- 
tion shipments to Russia. Russian 
armies felt it. severely when the Jap- 
anese-Chinese negotiations were at a 
critical state last winter and Japan 
was hoarding her war munitions 
aaginst emergencies. 

There is nothing to indicate Ger- 
many'’s attitude toward the change of 
government in China.

EXICO CITY, Oct. 30.— The 

Department of Justice, under 

the Carranza government, has 
established at the City of Mexico a 
Supreme Court of Justice for the 
Federal District, and on the occasion 
when the magistrates took their oath 
to comply with the law the Minister 
of Justice, Roque Estrada, delivered 
an address which, if he speaks with 
authority, certainly belies the preten- 
sions of Venustiano Carranza to the 
recognition by the United States gov- 
‘ernment already accorded him as de 
facto Governor of Mexico. Estrada’s 
address may be taken as a forecast 
and a prophecy of what the future 
holds in store for Mexico and the 
states with which she has relations, if 
it develops that Carranza and the ma- 
jority of his backers are in sympathy 
with the Minister of Justice. The ad- 
dress sounds a note of discouragement 
for those who had looked for better 
things when peace is restored in Mex- 
ico. Estrada sounds a revolutionary 
note. According to him, the new re- 
gime is to be bound by no rule or law 
now existing. It ig to be a rule and a 
law unto itself. It presages only more 
and more trouble for the future. It 
Goes not at all parallel the Carranza 
promises made for the purpose of ob- 
taining recognition, but sounds like 
the demagogic outpourings of a half- 
witted reformer. 

ESTRADA’'S ADDRESS. 

Following is the translation of Es- 
trada’s addreas: 

“The revolution, now materialized 
into a government, deposits in your 
hands the greatest of all its aspira- 
tions—justice, and that justice as it 
should be practiced at this time, un- 
doubtedly refusing recognition and not 
the ‘Huertista’ and of the ‘Conves- 
tion’ regimes. 

“You will say to me that there are 
articles to be adhered to contained in 
@ book called ‘Law;’ but I must re- 
mind you that we are condemning and 
rejecting all that has previously taken 
Place and that there exist no laws or 
regulations which bind us to any defi- 
nite procedure, and so it becomes nec- 
essary to apply a strictly revolutionary 
spirit in order that the administration 
of justice may answer its purpose in 
fulfilling the aspirations of the revolu- 


tion, which now hag materialized into 
@ government. 

‘This is a social revolution which 
fights with another social system, and 
if you agree with me that this is a 
principle of law you must also accept 
that the one who struggles for a 
higher level of social conditions must 
also fight against the laws of the old 
regime. It is beyond any doubt that 
all of you know what a revolution Is, 
which are its aspirations and which 
are ite conclusions. We are now over 
@ social crisis. In the broad Judgment 
of the revvlution it is necessary to 
push forward the principles of jus- 
tice, a justice that will save the coun- 
try, and this is what should be ap- 
plied in the evolution of society. 

“A revolutionary justice is the aim 
of the mem of the revolution. At 
the moment when a revolution tri- 
umphs after an evolution brought 
about by actions and reactions, it is 
the moment when it aspires to make 
a reform and such a reform must be 
complete over what it has fought 
against. 

“This should be the fundamental 
tendencies of justice. 

“Ag the revolution is victorious, it 

proper at this moment that it 
should carry on the reforms which 
were promised to Mexican people. 

“T expect from the m 
which will constitute the Supreme 
Court of Justice that with its good 
judgment and perfect integrity, will 
know how to pass sentences in all 
such judicial business under the light 
of the ideals of the revolution, which 
now has materialized Into 4 govern- 


ent. 
“It is true that you have no, laws 
or regulations to go by, but you are 
under obligations, if it is possible, to 
send to this department any new 
projects of law or amendments of such 
articles as should take the place of 
the old legislation. This department 
will receive with great pleasure your 
initiations and tenders you an invita- 
tion so that In response to the pro- 
gramme of the revolution you may 
draft the new lawe which in your 
opinion should be necessary and such 
initiations will be approved, if I find 
myself in accord with them.

It bore equipment consisting 
of field guns, ammunition and vehicles 
of all sorts from taxicabs to an old 
time tilbury. Other trains are ex- 
pected tonight and tomorrow. 

Col. Franco decilased Villa felt 
friendly toward Americans and de 
sired to avoid all trouble.

The Highteenth took a posi- 
tion west of the Twenty-second, while 
the Eleventh Infantry was assigned a 
position directly facing Agua Prieta. 
The Twentieth Infantry and part of 
the Seventh were ordered into reserve 
at the camp. The entire forces be- 
gan intrenching and their work pro- 
vided emplacements for about thirty 
machine guns, if they should be 
needed. 

As the Bleventh Infantry swung 
down the road, running through the 
American town and on into Agua 
Prieta. practically the entire garrison 
and population of the Mexican town 
crowded against the barbed wire bar- 
rier to watch as American picks and 
shovels went into action, ripping into 
the hard earth to form protective 
works on the Douglas border for the 
first time in the history of Mexican 
warfare on the boundary line. 

The American trenches began at a 
point a few feet west of the United 
States customhouse and within less 
than twenty yards of the Carranza 
trenches at the rear of Agua Prieta. 


dropped their picks and spades and 
joined the throne of gesticulating 
Mexican men, women and children 
watching the work of the American 
troops. 

GEN. DAVIS'S FORCES. 


Besides the infantry regiments, Gen. 
Davis has one regiment of cavalry, 
the Ninth, and four batteries of ‘the 
Sixth.

Heavy patrols were out tonight and 
the trenches were manned by large 
detachments, while the rest of the 
infantry slept in the camp. 

The trenches run at a slight angle 
away from the border east of Agua 
Prieta to face the probable position 
Villa will take tn attacking the town. 
American army officers are skepti- 
cal of the ability of Villa’s officers to 
contro! the fire of their men. The 
trenches constructed today afford pro- 
tection for the United States soldiers 
in case of firing across the border, but 
high-power bullets ‘would inevitably 
carry into Douglas if fired high. 

Tt was that contingency which 
prompted Gen. Davis to issue instruc- 
tions to people tn Douglas to forego 
the habit of climbing to roofs when 
the battle is on at Agua Prieta, and 
stav behind reasonably bullet-proof 


walls,

It 
is just as much of a nuisance as the 
long ballot, which is the best means 
yet devised to slevate inferior people 
to high office im the State. It sounds 
pretty enough to approve the initia- 
tive, the recall and the referendum or 
the theory that it gives the “peepul” 
the opportunity they want to keep the 
reins of government in their hands. We 
now see in States where the fancy 
took strong hold of the voters that 
they refuse to be hampered in any 
such manner. They confess that they

to study and decide, and thus the 
pendulum swings back to the level of 
a representative government.

ROCKY MOUNTAIN NEWS (DEN- 
VER.): The Golden State is weary 
of Johnsonian reform.

POMONA, Oct. 31.—Hobos by the 
score are carrying plano boxes into the 
railroad yards and building cobble- 
stone ovens along the rights of way in 
and near this city, because of a recent 
ruling of the Police Commissioner. 

According to Police Commissioner 
Hiegs the police department has been | 
patrolling the Southern Pacific and 
Salt Lake yards at this place for 
years. He says that his men don't | 
have to work for the railroad com- 
panies, and that they have been wast- 
ing city time while poking their heads 
into empty box cars and routing out 
sleepy hobos, who go out into the 
residence district and burglarize 
houses. 

“Stay out of the railroad yards,” 
is his order to the officers. “Get out 
into the residence district and boot 
the hobos around until they hike for 
the railroad yards.

employ a watchman. We're not go- 
ing to do their police work. If we 
don't let the tramps off the railroad 
rights of way and the railroads make 
it hot enough for them, maybe they'll 
jump a freight and move on.”

(Continued from First Page.) 


what is springing from the soil. They 
are a sort of court of last resort on 
general conditions. 

Consequently, Dr. Carpenter's glean- 
ings cropwise on his recent tour are 
the words of an authority. He re- 
ports a tale of prosperity written 
across the backs of the molded hills 
and in the lush river bottoms of the 
Southland. He reports much plant- 
ing with an eye to the future; also a 
general upward tendency of invest- 
ments in industries that derive their 
raw material from the soil. 

This leads pointedly to the relations 
between weather and industry. In 
the Imperial Valley, they grow cotton 
to perhaps greater perfection than 
any place outside the sea islands o 
the Carolinas and the Valley of the 
Nile. But they can’t spin it in the 
Imperial Valley, because of the lack 
of humidity. However, they can 
and are doing it at Long Beach, which 
is another proof of the diversity of 
our climate. 

As everyone knows, the motion pic- 
ture companies came to the Southland 
because of the high batting average 
on sunshine.

Right now there is a great interest 
in the growing of avocados. This is 
a fruit that is more tender than the 
lemon, and thé Weather Bureau is 
being constantly called on to locate 
frost-proof coves for intended grow- 
ers. Then after the fruit is grown, 
there will be other calls to know 
which road to ship over at specific 
time 80 as to not submit the shipment 
to untoward drops in temperature. 

“The frost-warning department of 
the service is of the highest impor- 
tance,” said Dr. Carpenter. “A mis- 
take in a forecast of frost may cost 
the citrus growers $50,000 in one 
night for emudging. On the other 
hand, if we fail to forecast a frost, 
it may cost the growers millions.” 

In addition to the constant efforts 
to improve the efficiency of the frost- 
warning part of the service, the future 
will see important steps forward by 
the bureau in the Southland, accord- 
ing to Dr. Carpenter.

HE PROBLEM OF THE DEFECTIVE 
CHILD. 

One of the axiomatic bits of wisdom 

which has been formulated in some form 

or other by every country has come down 


of cure.” We all know and appreciate the 
truth of the words, yet individually and col- 
lectively, in our own lives and in the life of 
the state, we go on endlessly seeking cures 
and ignore the very thought of prevention. - 

This has been woefully the case with 
regard to what are known as “defective” 
children—the chfld who for any reason is 
subnormal in mind or in moral nature. 
With the development of scientific methods 
of studying the mind, it is now known that 
the children who have hitherto been classed 
as “not bright,” “stupid,” often as “lazy,” 
owe their lacks to causes which cannot be 
reached by the same methods that apply to 
the child of normal capacity. But these 
children, except where they were actually 
imbecile or idiotic, or markedly epileptic, 
have been placed side by side with the or- 
dinary child and expected to do the same 
work under the same conditions. 

It is estimated that there are now attend- 


per cent., or sixteen hundred, of these chil- 
dren are feeble-minded; from twelve to fif- 
teen thousand of them are subnormal. Some 


segregate the worst of these in what are 
known as parental schools, and some of 


the majority of them are still included in 
the ordinary classes. 
It is from this class of children that come 


fore the juvenile courts; a careful survey 
shows that a large proportion of the boys 
sent to Whittier are of this class: it is 
these mental and moral “deficients” who 
fill our reformatory and penal institutions. 

And we go on increasing the facilities for 
handling the results; we go on affording 
opportunities for crime and dependency: 
we bear the burden of courts, of institu- 
tions, of crime and suffering—instead of

ditions and training to develop such facul- 
ties as he does possess, to give him the 
power of self-contro] and to prepare him 
to earn his own livinga To accomplish this 
these children must be segregated and pro- 
vided with special training, fitted to their 
special needs. All of them who are found 
incapable of moral or mental! self-control 
should be permanently restrained in some , 
institution where they can be largely, if 
not entirely, self-supporting. 

We in Los Angeles have had some terri- 
ble lessons in the results of leaving these 
mentally weak and morally perverted youths 
at liberty. Valuable lives have been sacri- 
ficed; infinite sorrows caused; all] the heavy 
expenses of murder trials and convictions 
borne, simply because such defectives were 
turned loose on the public for the lack of 
any proper provision to care for them. Here 
is a case where prevention is within our 
power—but cure is impossible—there is no 
cure in the Alexander case, In the Duncan 
case—in dozens of others that might be 
cited.

If one’s friend only had not 
told one’s mother, for one’s own sake, all 
the unpleasant details of one’s last adven- 
ture, which turned out entirely contrary to 
one’s expectations, and which made rather 
an ignominious impression when recounted 
to one’s mother! But there you are! It 
was because the friend loves you, and for 
your own good. How I wish it might be 
assumed that we love ourselves enough to 
do ourselves all the harm necessary, with- 
out the assistance of those who love us. If 
left to our own devices we will almost cer- 
tainly attain the desired result. Not even 
our friends could wish for us any more 
complete annihilation than we shall stray 
into entirely without their encouragement. 
Then, too, the efforts of our enemies at 
our ruination are almost valueless, because 
everyone who hears the attack merely puts 
it down to prejudice, and discounts it, 
whereas they listen to every word that our 
friends say of us, with the utmost credi- 
bility and a paralyzing accuracy in the re- 
membering of it.

* Hinshaw yesterday to answer to the 


Superior Court on the charge of 
manslaughter for the fatal shooting 
Charles Chester Nolen. Bail for 

- @ach officer was fixed at $10,000. 
Later in-the day application was 
made on petition to Superior Judge 
Whilis for a writ of habeas corpus, 
and this was issued, being made re- 
turnable before Superior Judge Craig 
Ww morning at 10 o'clock. 


Judge Willis aleo reduced the bail of 
each of the officers from $10,000 to 
$5000. and thie was provided by 
friends of the officers. 

The preliminary hearing, which had 
been in progress for two days, was 
resumed yesterday morning. DD. A. 
Everett of No. 532 South Fiower 
street was the first witness. It was 
his machine that was commandéered 
by the officers when they undertook 
to chase young Nolen and Ward. 

Young Nolen was almost instantly 
killed, and the same bullet passed 
through the body of Frank Ward, his 
1$-year-old companion. His injuries 
were such as to cause the attending 


physicians to believe that death would | 


result within a short time. The Ward 
boy has surprised the physicians, 
however, by the tenacity with which 
he clung to life. and it was stated at 
the County Hospital last night that 
his condition has shown marked im- 
provement during the past two days 
and that there is atrong probability 
of his recovery. 

Mr. Everett told the story of the 
Officers taking his machine and his 
drive at high speed to overtake the 
boys on a motorcycle. His testimony 
was practically the same as that he 
gave at the Coroner's inquest. 

He stated that he heard the offi- 
cers say that surely these boys must 


be fugitives or they would not be so 


eager to escape. 

The last witness was E. S. Kistler of 
No. 1544 East Vernon avenue, mem- 
ber of a city surveying party that 
was at work near the place of the 
double shoofing. 
seme minor points contradicted that 
of Albert Miller, another surveyor 
with whom he workéd and who had 
testified on the previous day, and gen- 
erally it was more favorable’for the 
defense. 

Deputy District Attorney Doran in 
his argument declared that the shoot- 
ing was without provocation and ma- 
licious; that the officers were con- 
stantly gaining on the boys and would 
have overtaken them within a short 
time. 

Attorney Ford, for the defense, ar- 
gued that no evidence had been sub- 
mitted to show malice, and urged that 
no specific case had been proved 
against either officer. He moved to 
dismiss the complaint. 

Justice Hinshaw ruled that unques- 
tionably there had been a taking of 
human life, but that the question of 
what crime had been committed was 
uncertain. He stated that the ques- 
tion In the court's mind was, if a crime 
has been committed, what is its na- 
ture, and that he was convinced that

Scientists Unimpressed by the 
Find in Imperial. 


Whole Lay of Land Against 
Boomers’ Dreams. 


Few Gallons Total of Fluid 
Back of Excitement.

That the geologic conditions at Car- 
riso Creek and San Felipe Creek. in 
the Imperial (or Carriso) Valley, are 
not favorable for the production of 
petroleum is the apinion of geologists 
and mining engineers who have visited 
the region and recently investigated 
the reports of oi] found in that vicin- 
ity. The structure, geological his- 
‘tory, and sequence of strata are not 


regarded as particularly promising for 
the drilling for oil. 

Following the accounts of the re- 
cent oil discovery made just south- 
east of San Felipe Creek, oll geolo- 
Sists were detailed to make an in- 
vestigation from a technical standpoint 
of the region south of the Salton Sea 
and north of Signal Mountain. The 
oll seepage which created excitement 
in the Imperial Valley is located on 
that section of land described as T. 
11 S., R. 12 E., Sec. 32, S.B.M. The so- 
called seepage is upon a small knoll 
some fifty feet in diameter consisting 
of a mass of silts and fine sands; sim- 
llar silts supplied by the Colorado 
River make up the whole of the delta 
lands at the southern end of the Sai- 
ton basin and an important share of 
the north end of the basin. On one 
side of the knoll mentioned is a emall 
spring, the water of which has a saline 
taste, and on the other side a similar 
flow deposits a small amount of petro- 
leum on the sides and bottom of a 
ditch and the oil, light brown in color, 
also collects on the surface of a pool 
at the base of the knoll. 

NATURE OF SPRINGS. 


An examination of the water of both 
springs shows them to be identical 
with that of all other salinic springs 
in the southern Salton basin. The 
great mass of delta silts in this re- 
gion aside from the place of the so- 
called oi] seepage give no indication 
of hydrocarbon gas or oil whatsoever 
The gases which come from the 
springs are evidently neither sulphur- 
ous or hydrocarbon, for the surface 
materials show no discoloration of 
that nature. 

Carl H. Beal, W. 8S. Clute and the 
writer made, under the direction of 
the Seismological Society of America, 
a survey of the territory affected by 
the recent earthquake in Imperial 
Valley and at the time established the 
fact that the great San Jacinto fault 
traverses the section southeast of Sal- 
ton Sea, wherein lie the many saline 
springs. and the spring” previous- 
ly mentioned.

WAR-WALLED SWITZERLAND. 


Is Surrounded by Nations Fighting 
Fach Other, but the People are 
Keeping Their Sanity. 

[Chicago Post:] Switzerland is an 
oasis of peace in a wilderness of war- 
fare. She is bounded on the west by 
belligerent France, on the north by 
belligerent Germany, on the east by 
belligerent Austria and on the south by 
belligerent Italy. There is not an 
inch of her frontier upon which the 
waves of war do not break. Yet 
Switzerland stoutly declares she will 
remain neutral. With a fine indiffer- 
ence to the concert of nations, the 
balance of power, the Balkan situa- 
tion and other such problems as vex 
the diplomats of less happily situated 
nations, she keeps her sanity, although 
surrounded by insane neighbors. 

She keeps her sanity, but not with- 
out difficulty. For even the serenity 
of her valleys and the calm of her 
mountain heights are not wholly im- 
mune from the disturbance. that en- 
circles her. Switzerland has cantons 
where French sentiment prevalis and 
others where German sentiment is 
ascendent, and the wisdom of her 
authorities has been exercised to 
maintain domestic tranquillity. More- 
over, there is ever the threat that the 
circle of war may impinge upon her 
territory; that her pneutrality may be 
violated. _If done by accident and 
apology made, it will be forgiven; but 
let hostile foot step with deliberate 
purpose across her frontier, and even 
pacific Switzerland will fight.

“They are used in various tropical 
countries where the natives still use 
the old flintiock muskets,” said the 
speaker. “Then there are several 
countries where the British govern- 
ment sees to it that no modern arms 
reach the hands of the natives. The 
government permits the sale of the 
old filmtiock for the killing of game, 
but would at once confiscate any more 
modern styles of firearm. My friend 
goes ahead year after year making 
the old gunflints and finding a good 
sale for them, but I don’t think that 
the present war has caused any in- 
crease in the output of his factory.

NURSERY TOTS. 


CHARITY'S FRUITS SHOWN AT 
MERRY PARTY. 


Two children entertaining seventy- 
five other children was a pleasant 
feature of the Halloween celebration 
at the St. Elizabeth's Day Nursery 
at No. 136 North Anderson street yes- 
terday. Lillian and Jean Hyatt,’ sis- 
ter and brother, sang and danced in 
a way that the boys and girls of the 
nursery could not only understand, 
but readily imitate. They all joined 
in the fun before the programme had 
advanced very far. 

German, Austrian and Bulgarian 
boys and girls chanting ‘‘Tipperary;” 
Italians, English and French playing 
German games made the war seem a 
remote and distant thing, as it really 
is to the children who in cosmopolli- 
tan surroundings are assimilating real 
Americanism. When the musical pro- 


gramme was at an end a fine, big 
spread was waiting for the youngsters. 

Like grown-ups, they had their aft- 
ernoon tea, or, rather, the beverage 
was chocolate made by “Auntie” Day. 
Sandwiches, all kinds of cookies, ice 
cream, candy and other good things 
were served in a “spook” room, where 
paper witches, pumpkins, broom- 
sticks, corn stalks and other strange 
decorations were in keeping with the 
affair. 

Children ranging in age from babes 
in arms to 10-year-olds were on hand. 
Also there were those who have 
known little more care and attention 
than given by matronly Mrs. Nellie 
Peyton from their infancy to present 
time, a period of seven or eight years, 
with several whose mothers are work- 
ing in downtown stores, laundries or 
other places and so rely entirely on 
the nursery to look after their babies. 

Mra. Joseph P. Farrell, president 
of the organization of charitable 
women maintaining the nursery, de- 
clared yesterday's event merely an in- 
dication of what the nursery has ac- 
complished in a few years. “We had 
only five or six children to take care 
of when the institution was started, 
but it has grown so rapidly our space 
limits us to the care of about seventy- 
five at this time. 
is to increase as soon as possible the 
size of the institution, which is oper- 
ated on strictly nonsectarian lines.” 
she said. 

The nursery {s located not far from 
the railroad yards, in the industrial 
section. Some mothers who have as 
many as four children in the nursery 
have been deserted by their husbands, 
while others are widows. 

“Ahother thing needed in_ this 
neighborhood is cheap apartments or 
flats, renting for $10 to $15 a month,” 
sa4id Mrs. Farrell, who Is trying to in- 
terest capital in this sort of philan- 
thropy, which will also pay some in- 
terest on the investment.

revise the election machinery. This, 
of course, will be an expensive way 
of remedying the matter. Others be- 
Heve that the cure can be effected 
through the courts without a special 
eession.

Senator Ballard, one of the most re- 
Hable authorities who sat in the re- 
Cent session. FEx-Judge Ballard was 
& powerful factor in the defeat of the 
enti-party laws. He offered a bili in 
the last Senate lifting the cross-nomi- 
Rations from the primary law, but he 
Was unsuccessful.

He campaigned aji over Los 
Angeles county and then went over 
into Orange, where he had been on 
the bench, ang gave inspiration to the 
people there.

Some decision will be reached short- 
ly. for the registration lists are now 
dead.

have to register anew after the first 
of the coming year in order to be 
eligible to vote at the 1916 Presi- 
Gential election.

The residents object 
to any movement towards commer- 
clalism—the prices of land vuries 
from $3000 to $16,000 an acre—and 
still increasing in value. A _ drive 
through Montecito is one of the 
“Sights” of Santa Barbara. Some of 
the homes, with their parklike sur- 
roundings, are “dreams” of beauty. A 
lady said to the writer that she in- 
tended renting her home this winter. 
“For how much?” I asked. “For 
$1800 for the season,” was the reply. 
A gentleman whose wistaria-covered 
residence is surrounded by twenty 
acres of park, said he would sel! for 
$80,000, but expected more next year. 
“Similar locations in France,” he 
Said, “are selling for $50,000 an acre.” 
A lady high up on the foothills has 
deyoted years to gathering fruits and 
shrubs from all over the world. She 
is an encyclopedia of botanical 
knowledge. It was there I tasted my 
first chirimoyer (or custard apple) 
and a guava. Both were delicious. In 
one of the homes the owner informed 
me she is a subscriber to the London 
Times, New York Times and Los An- 
geles Times. They have a “neighbor- 
hood” operahouse in Montecio, where 
the boxes cost $500 a year and the 
lowest-priced seat is $3. The people 
of Mantecito will not allow the street 
railway to be extended through the 
valley. They each own from one to 
three autos, and consider themselves 
in almost a suburb of Los Angeles. I 
asked many of the residents what 
brought them to Montecito, and their 
usual answer was, “The splendid cli- 
mate and the delightful environment.” 
Up in those foothills is the Dean 
boys’ school, where the tuition is $900 
a year, with “extras,”’ and yet the 
limit of enrollment is nearly all taken. 
It is copied after the famous St. 
Mark's school, where there is a walit- 
ing list dating to 1935. 
WHAT WILL GROW. 
Everything that grows the 
temperate zone and nearly everything 
that grows in the tropics finds fa- 
voring conditions in the Santa Bar- 
bara Valley. A landscape gardener, 
in Montecito (and they are all 
“landscape gardeners’) informed me 
that tests had been made in Santa 
Barbara Valley of 1400 varieties of 
fruits of which over 700 had been 
found to have commercial value. The 
valley is frostiess. Walnuts and 
beans are the principal commercial 
crops. Oranges, figs, lemons, limes, 
los, avocados, guavas, olives and 
similar fruits do well. Strawberries 
all. the year round are a feature 
particularly pleasing te a newcomer. 
A gentleman in Montecito having five 
acres in strawberries, celery, lettuce, 
etc., stated that his yearly profits 
averaged $300 an acre, owing to the 
splendid “home” market. 
acre of strawberries he cleared over 
$500. He raises three crops of let- 
tuce in a year on the same piece of 
land. The Japanese and Chinese 
gardeners are not so much “in evi- 
dence” in the Santa Barbara Valley, 
as in some other parts of California, 
hence the “white” truck gardener has 
a better chance. 
A FEW SUGGESTIONS. 


You should call attention to the 
low cost of diiving,”” said Mr. F. 8. 
Tucker, president of the Commercial 
Club of Santa Barbara. “Our fisher- 
men supply abundant food from the 
sea: our ranches fruits and vegetables, 
and our hunters, game from the 
mountains. The tourist can enjoy 
two seasons,. both summer and 
winter. On account of the varied 
scenery and the fruits and flowers 
out of door life is most enjoyable. 
A more comprehensive plan than the 
one lately voted upon for more per- 
manent paving of ow proposed “good 
roads” will be up for a vote at the 
next election.”

Shake- 
speare starts out with the proposiq- 
tion of Jessica's love affair with the 
gentile in order to tmmeédiately en- 
list the sympathies of the audience 
for old Shylock. This wonderful play 
would not be in the least® wonderful 
if Shylock did not show us his just 
rage over the theft of his daughter. 
There would be no motive for the 
man's bitterness, other than general 
distemper, which would be contemptie- 
ble, if this motive were not carefully 
laid’ in his daughter’s elopement. 

This is not because Shakespeare was 
blind to love, but only because, as @ 
master, he knew its value in all di- 
rections. Love is never his supreme 
motif, however. He makes it charm<- 
ing, romantic and even humorous, 
yet it is rarely sublime. When he 
leaves romantic affection and turns 
to tenderness of another kind, he is 
far greater in his conception. Wit» 
ness the love of Lear for Cordelia, 


Schnitzler must not be misunderstood 
on this all-important subject. The 
episodes of Anatole are indulgences 
and not pronouncements. Schnitzler 
is here telling what he knows and 
not stating what he believes. He is 
giving a picture of racy student life 
in Vienna, and it not propagating a 
Philosophy. His concern is not with 
the niceties of a moral code, but tn 
an‘artistic presentation of a highly 
piquant naughtiness. 


Neither does Schnitzler, by any 
chance, confuse love with passion, nor 
the light woman with the one who is 
capable of a sincere and permanent 
affection. Nobody in the world knows 
better the difference between the love 
of passion and the passion of love than 
Arthur Schnitzler. A lot of his read- 
ers and many persons who see his 

plays are not so clear upon this point. 
A great many of the people in this 
meeee are badly confused on the ques- 
tion. 

Lust fs remarkable for the fashion 
In which it engulfs those who believe 
themselves to be innocent. TLaust of 
money makes the gambler, and every 
form .of avarice and dishonesty, but 
lust of the flesh works an inward cor- 
ruption of millions of lives that are 
votwardly pure. It is the first, the 
most common and the deadiiest of all 
enemies 6f health and happiness. 
There is no soundness in it. The blos- 
soms of lust are hectic and its fruit 
is ashes. It lies so deeply buried that 
those who suffer from it most are 
least likely to bring it out upon 
surface where they can face it in 


Ught. 

Pla ts are not to be blamed 
for digging into what seems to be a 
lot of abnormalities because there are 
so few normal persons in this world, 
that is persons who are as sound in 
their secret thoughts and feelings ag 
they are in their outward example. 

Such men as Sudermann and 
Schnitzler are not so worm-eaten as 
be sometimes suspect.

Sometimes the decorations 
were not hung at all, and then we 
had the beginnings of the ease! pic- 
tures of today, which are only mural 
decorations In miniature. 

But the easel picture is an incom- 
plete and detached decoration, often 
& mere blot on the scutcheon. so to 
fay, a jarring note in the scheme of 
things. It is apt to refuse to “stay 
put. A roomful of such unrelated 
notes may become more loudly dis- 
cordant than bedlam as any hanging 
committee will tell you. 

Therefore, it has come to pass that 
we have gravitated very naturally to 
a return of the mural decoration. 
though the death and extinction of 
the easel picture are not yet tn sight. 
The fitness of the decorated wal! space 
is becoming more and more apparent, 
and its chances for “elbow room” ap- 
peal strongly to the painter of im- 
agination who wants to do big things 
in a big way.

For example, you would find it 
aimcult to follow the group of Indians 
whose spirits, lured from the happy 
hunting grounds, are perched on a 
high hill directly opposite the south- 
ern facade of the towering Rosslyn. 
They are eazing in awe down on the 
wonders of modern civilization. Spirits 
can find such a hill, for no doubt it 
exists for them—and for the purposes 
of art. You, however, would be com- 
Ppelled to stand in the canyon of Fifth 
street and crane your neck for a long 
upward gaze, thanking your stars that 
the cornice may be seen without the 
aid of a telescope. 

All the panels are painted in a 
scheme of light and tawny yellows 
mixed with greens and reds and biues 
in a harmonious combination. The 
Planes are treated broadly and sim- 
ply, the figures being modeled 
massively but not heavily. The general 
effect is one of much light and at- 
mosphere, suggesting the quiet joy- 
ousness of outdoor life in Southern 
California. 

In the first panel, whose central in- 
terest is a group of tepees, we have 
Indian women and children standing 
at the entrances and looking down a 
steep bank to a river winding below. 
The foreground is sagebrush in vel- 
low adobe. .In the second panel Mex- 
icans and Indiang are plowing the 
rich soil with the aid of two white 
oxen. The movements of men and 
beasts have the rhythm of strenuous 
action,

Of course he attempted very 
few “big works,” and of course, he 
“fell down” more than once in his 
fine conscientious, laborious career— 
nevertheless his output has a value 
hard to explain. We see the faults 
in these numerous canvasses, and yet 
we like the pictures in spite of them. 
Such a conquest over one’s judgment 
is certainly not a small triumph for 
any artist. 

The faults are those of drawing, 
and often those of color, though 
Sauerwen at his best was often a 
Pleasing colorist. He was master of 
certain captivating technical dexter- 
ities, generally displayed in his paint- 
ing of still life, euch as the shaws that 
his Indiana wore, their feathers and 
their moccasins. His Indians might 
not be flawless specimens, but their 
gorgeous shawls were. He also painted 
the walls of the old California mir 
sions remarkably well, gilding ther 
with sunlight. 

Both the Indians and the missions 
may now be seen in the Kanst Gal- 
lery, where almost a hundred of the 
artiste’ works in olls are on view. 
There are also a few striking studies 
of the Grand Canyon that are origina! 
In conception and effective in inter- 
pretation. All in all, these hundred 
canvases are a fair exponent of Sauer- 
wen's aims and endeavors, his suc- 
cesses and failures. They spell his 
biography. were—at anv ra’ 
s0 much of it as we need to know. 

We find that he approached and 
reached grandeurs in the things that 
should have them at their noblest—in 
hie pictures of the Grand Canyon at 
dawn. at sunset and at the evening's 
twilight. There is no sign of weak- 
ness, of hesitation in anv of these can- 
Vases, no suggestion of a lack of the 
profoundest emotion. Moreover, the 
color ts clean and pure. 

In his figure studies. however, es- 
pecially where he displays a number 
of Indians on one canvas. as in “The 
Captive” and “A Pastoral.” the color 
is not so clean, while the shadows are 
apt io be biackish and the sunlizht 
pale. This may be due—indeed, it 
probably is due—to a mistaken mix- 
ture of colors or to a free use of fugi- 
tive tints. No such atricture applies 
to “The Trysting Place.” a stately In- 
dian girl posed against a forest tree 
in a red afterglow, for here a fine tone 
prevails throughout—but does ap- 
ply to “The Trophy.” a 0»brave. 
mounted on a m and 
brandishing a spear crowhed with a 
ghastly human head. 

Sauverwen's pictures of the missions, 
as I have said, are always deliahtful, 
invariably attractive in their schemes 
of color. They are very numerous— 
from San Juan Capistrano, from San 
Luis Rey, from San Diego and else- 
where—and will remain as beautiful 
and valuable records when all those 
picturesque broken walls have 
crumbled to the yellow dust from 
which they were built. 

The spirit of the West is found In 
Sauerwen's pictures. in even the 
slightest of the sketches. which is 
undoubtedly another reason for their 
enduring attraction for those of us 
who love the West as he did.

nouement. If you don’t, you have a 
good excuse for leaving the theater 
immediately, and if you do, you will 
not lose a great deal by having had 
the previous view of the closing por- 


tion. 

When I took my seat in Tally’s 
Broadway to see “Carmen” this week 
the bullfight had just begun. A few 
minutes thereafter Geraldine Farrar 
was exhaling her last sighs in the 
arms of Wallace Reid. Shortly there- 
after Mr. Reid died as a result of a 
self-inflicted stab, telling his love for 
Carmen with his last lingering breath, 
while Pedro de Cordoba's tall figure 
loomed tn the background. 

All this was so exciting that one 
could not forego turning back to the 
beginning of the story and reading it 
through to the end. For it must be 
stated here that “Carmen” is one of 
the most interesting motion pictures 
seen in Los Angeles in many a day. 

The only missing threads in the 
web of charm which is woven by Ger- 
aldine Farrar, most fascinating woman 
that she always is, are the beauty of 
her wonderful voice and the vivid 
richness of her personality in reality. 
She is, nevertheless, a remarkably 
striking picture on the screen, espe- 
clally with the rose in her mouth and 
a silken shawl flung about her shoul- 
ders with a devilish twist—the typ- 
ical “Carmen” mood.

That appears complicated enough ‘for 
much merriment, but doesn’t begin to tell 
the whole story. Aline’s “maid,” having 
once been in the chorus, was the recipient 
of passionate letters and poems from the 
amiably stupid Freddie. The earl’s officious 
secretary is “nosy” and suspicious, and in 
serving the interests of his employer gets 
himself in all manner of comical difficulties. 

The absent-mindedness of the earl is 
well done;: the peevishness of the Ameri- 
can {is pleasing; the convincing familiarity 
which Mr. Wodehouse shows with the aris- 
tocratic servants and their quarters and 
etiquette, and the expert characterization 
of the numerous people introduced, keeps 
the chuckles rippling. 

The story is a bit farcical, but held well 
in hand, and has more amusement. in it 
than many a tale widely heralded for its 
gaiety. The skiliful way in which Mr. 
Wodehouse foreshadows “coming events” 
so as to smooth out the coincidences and 
give the appearance of plausibility to im- 
probabilities speaks of an attention to con- 
struction that is by no means so common 
in light novels as would be agreeable.

DISAGREEABLE TALES WELL DONE. 

THE STORY BEHIND THE VERDICT. Py Frank 
Datiby. Dodd, Mead & Co., New York. 

N NO BOOK, and Frank Danby is an au- 

thor of quality, has she more ably suc- 

ceeded in manipulating and sustaining 
a rather precarious theme with an artistry 
very nearly peculiar unto herself. 

There is more than stories in “The Story 
Rehind the Verdict;” there is an exposure 
of actual conditions. It may not be said 
that in the guise of fiction coroners and 


the chapters of this book are the purest of 
fiction. But the author is adroit. 

Keizhtley Wilbur is a dilettante who, 
after himself hiding a story from the coro- 
ner, busily ferrets out stories that others 


conceal. 

Wilbur, being essentially an egotist, nec- 
essarily is to a degree cold-blooded. His 
portrayal alone is a feat; the Shavian con- 
ceit, the artistic temperament, ruthless te- 
nacity and an indolence toward what to 
him is interesting, are qualities difficult to 
combine without absurdity. 

The stories themselves have much of the 
element of detective fiction; but it is not 
the mere sensation of denquement that sus- 
tains them. It is rather the psychological 
disclosures of the characters involved. 

“Medical Etiquette,” as the title tends to 
show, digs at slip-shod physicians and shews 
how dangerous it is for the wife to be sick 
when her Hippocratic spouse has a chorus 
girl for a sweetheart. 

“The Arbuthnot Case” will undoubtedly 
be the favorite of many readers. The de- 
piction of Ethel Arbuthnot is excellent, es- 
pecially her cruelty and the credulous man- 
ner in which she justifies herself. Also it 
shows how coroners and jurists are likely 
to make mistakes, and jbe pompous about 
them. 

“The Case of Mornington Ransby,” “La 
Valliere and Her Pearls,” “The Case of 
Pierre Lamotte” are among the best, of 
which the “Inquest on Armand Le Mesu- 
rier” and its sequel are perhaps the most 
impressive. All are more or less disagree- 
able if the sheer artistry of the author is 
not respected—and most things well done 
are worth doing.

These include schools both completed 
and building, all of which now come 
under the jurisdiction of the local 
Board of Education. The cost of 
these “annexed” schools runs well 
over $500,000 and is, of course, not 
included in the expenditures made by 
the city proper. 

The completed schools thus brought 
in include the splendid new Van Nuys 
High School, the new Van Nuys grade 
school, three modern grade schools at 
San Fernando, the San Fernando High 
School (to which large additions are

These points are worthy of consid- 
eration before making your purchases. 

I think the designs will work up 
more effectively if you embroider 
them in colors. A solid color for each 
or a combination of colors can ‘be 
chosen satisfactorily. Two shades of 
ene color will also be effective. A 
light and dark blue, for instance, 
would look well, or a light and dark 
pink. 

It is easy to see that it would be 
rather difficult to trace cross-stitch 
designs, but an easier way to trans-

fer them on your material is to pur- 
chase open-mesh canvas and baste it 
to the material. Through the meshes 
the needle can be woven as you fol- 
low the design with your eyes. Do 
not let the needle pick up any threads 
of the canvas as it goes through the 
meshes, for when the work is com- 
pleted each thread of the canvas is 
to be pulléd away. To gain a neat 
finish it is quite important that the 
stitches slant in the same direction.

It is done by bringing the 
thread up from the under side of the 
fabric, forming a loop with the thread, 
then inserting the needle into the ma- 
terial underneath the left side of the 
leop formed and bringing the point of 
the needle up through the loop. The 
thread is drawn tightly to form a knot.

Needlework Oddities 


NLY once in « long while ie there 
O a decidedly new stitch in the em- 
broidery world, but every so often 
there is a new “touch” that is decided- 
ly refreshing and interesting. One of 
the latter is the inclusion of gray in 
black-and-white combinations. Black- 
and-white embroidery has been used for 
some time past. It is too effective to 
discard, and yet those who are always 
on the watch for new things believed it 
was growing monotonous. The idea 
was thus evolved of putting gray with 
the combination. To say that it ie a 
marked addition in attractiveness is do- 
ing it small justice; one has to really see 
it to appreciate it. One of the recent 
exhibitions of embroidery displayed sev- 
eral pieces in this tfiple combination. 
Ome round centerpiece was of white lin- 
en, with motife embroidered in whack, 
white and gray silks. 


Tan linen may be used for various 
embroidering purposes. One of these 
purposes is table covers, for indoors and 
out. A beautiful large centerpiece re- 
cently shown is of tan linen embroidered 
in deift-blue silk. The whole (it is 
round) is bordered with tan cluny lace.
